The verdict In the Mann arson 
was returned after nearly six hours 
of deliberation by a jury of 12 men. 
The jury was given the case shortly 
niter ll o'clock Thursday morning 
and did not announce a verdict until

London, Aug. 27 (AP).—Authorita­ 
tive quarters said the British gov­ 
ernment’s demand for “full satis­ 
faction” for the wounding of its am­ 
bassador to China was presented to­ 
day to the Japanese ambassador to 
London. 
The demand was understood to 
have been made by Foreign Secre­ 
tary Anthony Eden to Shigeru Yo- 
shida, the Japanese envoy, when the 
latter called a t the foreign office to 
tender officially Japan’s regrets. 
Sir Huge Montgomery Kntchbull- 
Hugessen, Britain’s ambassador, was 
gravely wounded Thursday when 
shot by Japanese airmen on the road 
between Nanking and Shanghai.

In­ 
dicating the public interest in the 
tension in Anglo-Japanese relations, 
a crowd gathered at the Downing 
street entrance to the foreign office 
to witness the Japanese envoy’s ar­ 
rival and departure.

Chain Store Tax 
Yields $3,000,000 


Harrisburg. Aug. 27 (AP). — The 
Departm ent of Revenue figures that 
the court-contested chain store tax 
will yield twice as much money as 
the Earle administration estimated. 
B. Frank Swigart, chief of the di­ 
vision enforcing the new tax, said 
that from all indications it would 
produce more) than $3,000,000 in a 
year. 
Governor Earle’s advisers estim at­ 
ed th at the tax should be worth $1,- 
500,000 annually to the state. 
Swigart said th at the 12,000 stores 
involved in the two dozen suits to 
restrain the state from collecting the 
tax represented almost $3,000,000 a 
year themselves. 
The tax is from $1 to $500, de­ 
pending on the number of stores.

TREASURY HEAD, 
IS DEAD AT 82

Southam pton, N. Y., Au". 27 (AP* 
—Andrew w Moi ion, wlio built one 
of the world's rcroate.st fortunes out 
of banking oil and aluminum and 
who spent his late years in the n a­ 
tion’s service as secretary of the

O reat Britain, has passed from the 
American scene. 
The shy, 
difhdent, white-haired 
financier, 
whose eleven years

night In his 83rd year.

daughter, Mrs David K E, Bruce, 
after a m onth's illness from uremia 
and bronchial pneumonia.

bedside as life ebbed awny were his 
non-in-law and the financier's two 
pals and playmates, his son. Paul, 
and his daughter, Ailsa, Mrs. Bruce 
The death of Pittsburgh’s 
moat 
powerful figure and one of tile n a­ 
tio n ’s 
unostentatious 
philanthro­ 
pists was not unexpected 
He had 
been under the physician s care for 
three weeks and steadily had grown 
weaker. 
“The end was perfectly peaceful,” 
said Bruce 
“He was very weak.” 
Mellon m ade no last statem ent or 
request aa he passed away. 
While men wlio had been associ­ 
ated with Mellon in hts many and 
varUd activities paid him tribute, 
plans were made for funeral serv­ 
ices in Pittsburgh, where lie was 
born and spent his life with the ex­ 
ception of I .is years in W asting ton 
and London. 
The funeral will be held Satur­ 
day afternoon at the East 
Liberty 
Presbyterian church, a magnificent 
edifice which Mellon and his broth­ 
er. the late R B Mellon, made pos­ 
sible by their benefactions.

late today, 
Mellon wr-s fabulously

thr lavishness of

philanthropies. 
Mcilon’s vast enterprises reached 
g ro u n d the earth and gave employ­ 
ment to thousands. 
Banking, oil 
and alum ninum were hts principal 
interests and their corporate names 
were the Mellon National bank of 
Pittsburgh, one of the nation's larg­ 
est, the Gulf Oil company, and the 
Aluminum 
Company of 
America, 
dom inant in its field. 
Only a few weeks before hts last 
Illness he visited President Roose­ 
velt and made final arrangem ents 
for his last great public b**nefaction 
—establishm ent of a national gal­ 
lery of art in the national capital 
with his $50,000,000 art collection, 
one of the finest extant, as the n u ­ 
cleus. 
One of the last great statcsm en- 


financiers of 
the nation, Andrew' 
William Mellon successfully shun­ 
ned the limelight until he bceamo 
secretary 
of the 
Treasury under 
President W arren 
O. Harding 
in 
1921. 
He remained on the Job un­ 
til 1932, when he retired to become 
ambassador to O reat Britain. 
Mellon retired to private lire in 
1933 when he resigned as am bassa­ 
dor to O reat
